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CALIFORNIA VIEYPOINTS ON OTHER POINTS | 


“Paul Schagen on France 


You have heard of the Norman churches 
with their beautiful interiors and drab 
exteriors, and a, steeple whose top locks 
like the top of a tent, wall, large. But 
have you heard of the Norman castles? 
The other night in my wanderings I came 
upon a Norman chateau. It, like most 
others, is now more of a farmhouse than 
anything else and the old tower part of 
it is in decay and just serves as a 
roofless storeroom. I commented to a 
lady at a window with a Singer sewing- 
machine (pedal-operated) that the chateau 
looked very old. She agreed, at the 
game time correcting my gender. I ad- 
mitted, superfluously, that my French 
wasn't so good. She then commented that 
with patience one could arrive at under- 
standing me. After translating that 
literally I was reminded of the railroad 
system in England and I turned around 
and went to look at the duck pond and 
the baby donkey. Later in the evening 
and some miles farther I came upon ane 
other chateau-farm whose decay had been 
aided by some Allied bombing. This place 
was “off limits" so I only looked in the 
gate and there two of the fattest pigs 
snorkesnorked at me as if to say, "You 
look like a foreigner.” I started back 
to camp. I think these Norman folxs are 
very reserved, 

. Two on Texas © 
Milt Hildebrand says, "Last night I went 
on a 25 mile test march. Today 1 can 
still walk but my legs feel rather second 
T have often done 25 miles and 
more in the Sierra, but anything is 
easier in the Sierra. Also, 25 miles 
just doesn't get a man any place in the 
middle of Texas." 


Roy Gorin ends his letter, "Texas is a 
real change for a person used to being 
around mountains. I think most of the. 
fellows will agree with me when I say 
‘vou can give it back to the Indians.’ 
However, I never saw such intense state 
pride as the natives have (not even in 
Southern California, Roy?). They are 
taught in school, propagandized in the 
papers, in the bus and streetcar ads, 
and over the radio. I guess if they 
didntt do something like that everyone 
would leave the place." 
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Dick Leonard on Florida 
Well, I'm an authority on Florida now. 


Have been on the ground exactly 24 hours 
and am now on the way back to Washington. 
Comparing it with California--Florida 
has more water (fresh, salt, swamp and 
air-borne); more flat land for frogs; 
and bigger mosquitoes. It is not as 


high (14,495.811'), nor as low {-286'), 


nor as hot (136° F), nor as cold (46°F), 
nor as much rain (110 in.), nor as little 
rain (4 in.), nor as much snow (843 in.). 

£ did however enjoy the wilderness 
area very much. It is totally different 
from anything available in California, 
for it has the only world climate that 
California does not have, namely 
trppical. The weird swamp jungles with 
huge trees and ferns intertwined with 
barbed vines and long festoons of 
Spanish moss were novel to go through. 
Open grasslands with stately palms along 
the fringes of the jungle were almost 
exactly equivalent to much of the New 
Guinea swamp coast. I am very anxious 
to spend a week or two by canoe through 
the Everglades National Park. It would 
really be a delightful and dramatic con- 
trast to the High Trips. 

Dave Stearns on Italy - 

Had a delightful trip into the country 
some fifty miles from here the other day 
to obtain some equipment for our unit. 


(lly job, at present, lies in the procure- 


ment of equipment, supplies and provisions 
for our unit.) The country north of the 
city is as pretty a farming country as 
ever Itve seen. Just now the corn is 
fine, grain is being harvested, and the 
rich orchards are laden with the finest 
of fruits. Italy produces almost the 
same fruits as does our wonderful State 
of California. Plums, prunes, peaches, 
apricots, watermelons, oranges and 
lemons are on the market now. 

Our route took us directly to the foot 
of the mountains that gave our soldiers 
so much trouble a few months ago. Then 
we turned a bit east and drove out of 
the path that the advance took over into 
typical Italian towns. The streets of 
the towns are very narrow and the small 
shops front directly upon them. 

It is necessary to drive with care as” 
the folk are not accustomed to large ten- 


wheel trucks bearing down upon them with 


those crazy Americans" driving them.
